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PRINCE HARRISON DID NOT a 
EN WHEN A LOAN WAS REFUSED, 


Another Version of the Negotiations with 
the Equitable Life and Mercantile Trust 
Companies—“ Wash” Connor Told the 
“Prince” the Bond Market Was Dull 
and Money Searce—Exact Facts in the 


Case. | 
New York World (Dem.) Sept. 12: Wash- 
ington E. Connor says the story of Russell B. 
Harrison’s dealings with Gen. Fitzgerald, so 
far as he was concerned in them, has been 
strangely distorted in the telling of it. It ap- 
pears Russell Harrison came into Mr. Con- 
nor’s office one day last winter when Wall 
street was in a despondent mood and asked 
casually how the market was for bonds. Mr. 
Connor said it was almost im ible to mar- 
ket any kind of security. r. Harrison re- 
plied that he was sorry, as he wauted to place 
some bonds of a street railway of Richmond, 
Ind. Mr. Connor said that a number of insti- 
tutions were constantly investing their sur- 
plus and that their supply of funds wes not 
affected by the financial situation, and thought 
that something might be done. r. Harrison 
then explained exactly what Ag securities 
were, and Mr. Connor mentioned the matter 
to Gen. Collis of the Equitable Life-Assurance 
Society, asking him to inquire what his people 
could do in the matter. 

Gen, Collis inquired, but Gen. Fitzgerald 
said the objection to them was that they were 
not quoted on the New York Stock Exchange 
and that they were not readily markatable. 

One more story is told about the affair. It 
is that the Mercantile Trust company had 
been asked several months before the date of 
this alleged application by Mr. R. Harrison 
for a loan to act as trustees for the bonds of 
the Richmond, Ind., street-railway company 
already mentioned. The company agreed to 
act as trustees, but subsequently refused to 
loan on the bonds. It is said that Mr. Harri- 
son thereupon became very angry, declared 
be would get even with the company and its 
officers, and had the name ot the Mercantile 
Trust company as trustees erased from thedeed 
of trust and the name of another company, 
said to be the Atlantic Trust company, sub- 
stituted. Russell Harrison’s reply to this 
statement is that the Mercantile Trust com- 
pany were asked to act as trustees, but were 
requested at the same time to name their 
terms. They were sv hi igh, however, and 80 
much higher than could be secured from 
others that the business was not given to the 
Mercantile Trust company, but was taken 
elsewhere. 

In further evidence that Gen. Fitzgerald 
and Mr. Harrison had had no unpleasant in- 
terview and that nothreats had been made 
durmg that interview, it is pointed out that 
when the bonds were offered to the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society Mr. Harrison asked if 
Gen. Fitzgerald had been consulted in the 
matter, adding that he was acquainted with 
the security. This is accepted as an indica- 
tion that Harrison believed his personal rela- 
tions with Gen. Fitzgerald to be undisturbed, 
and that the General would undoubtedly say a 
good word for the bonds. 


Russell Harrison’s Mistakes. 

Troy Press (Rep.): Russell Harrison made a 
mistake when he left Helena, Mont., for New York 
City. He is an impulsive young man. who could 
make his own way if he would go to work. When 
he became a resident of New York City he was 
soon surrounded by two sorts of men. ne sort 
flattered him and advised him todo impodlitic 
things that they might gain. The other set ap- 
pears to have spied upon him and to have mag- 
nified his indiscretions and put them in the news- 
papers. Heretofore the worst that could be said 
of him was that he was occasionally foolish, If 
he really undertook to secure a loan by intimat- 
ing his possession of a government secret regard- 
— a New York City bank, his indiscretion—to 

it by the mildest term—was serious.

Aside from 
the rumor that came from New York, San Fran- 
cisco wired that there must be something up on 
the other side because France had waked up and 
was doing some more buying. The market re-
